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In 1886, the traditions of Hermitage High School 
began when Miss Lizzie Holiday opened her home as 
a school for 20 children of the Glen Allen community. 
Not until thirteen years later, in 1899, was there actual- 
ly a schoolhouse. In 1907, this one room schoolhouse 
was expanded into separate grades. 

As the Glen Allen school and community continued to 


grow, three acres on the Old Washington Highway were 
purchased in 1911. Two years later, 100 pupils and three 
teachers moved into the new school building of three 
classrooms and an office. 

Even though these facilities were expanded, Glen Allen 
slowly became overcrowded. Again, the Glen Allen 


student body moved, this time to a new, much larger 
building named ‘Hermitage’. The old school name 
was left behind, but the traditions, team names, and 
trophies dccompanied the students to their new home. 

Hermitage High School's first session was the school 
year 1951-52. Mr. George M. Moody, present superin- 
tendent of Henrico County schools, was principal of 
the school's 1227 students and 47 teachers. Since 1951, 
two additional classroom buildings have been erected, 
and the school offices expanded. Thus, Hermitage is a 
modern school historically affiliated with the finest of 
traditions. 
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A student at Hermitage is characterized by three tra- 
ditional qualities: enthusiasm, friendliness, and compet- 
itiveness. Each of these emotions is readily shown in the 
vivid expressions of maturing youth. The tenseness of a 
quarterback, the joyful tears of a homecoming queen, 
the serious concentration of a student, the relaxed 
easiness of a dancing couple—all are mirrored in ex- 


pressions. The everyday feelings—the glow of confi- 


dence after solving a particularly rough problem, the 
cheerful smile of a friend between classes, the stunned, 
numbing sensation of having just failed a test—should 
not be neglected. Each of these emotions helps to form 
the myriad of expressions that have come to symbolize 
a Hermitage student—a young, modern, maturing in- 


dividual. 
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There is much in an expression. The eyes restlessly 
roam the classroom searching for recognition, a spark 
of understanding. The mouth, seeking a clear expla- 
nation of an abstract concept, develops a determined 
—concerned—line. The hands endeavor to further illus- 
trate a point. The totality of education, its hopes, 
promises and problems, is symbolized in an expressive 


face.
